John A. Macdougal Predicts Enor- 
mous Trade Between Alberta and 
Hong Kong When G.T.P. is

John A. Macdougall is back in his 
office today after five months and a 
half of a tour around the world and 


' Passengers Tell of Heart Rendering this morning gave the Bulletin quite 


an interesting lettle story of his tra- 
vels. 

Like every other Canadian who has 
travelled in the Orient, Mr. Macdougall 
is enthusiastic about the possibilities of 
a Canadian Asiatic trade. 

“Edmonton and Calgary are going to 
get the flour trade of China. I am 
thoroughly convinced of this and I aq 
nott hink there is room for a shadow 
of doubt about it.” 

“If © were in the flour milling bus- 
iness I would pay all attention tc 
China; would send a man there who 
understood his business, keep a_ stock 
on hand and prepare to do business on 
as large a scale as the prospects of 
irade warranted.” 

Mr. Macdougall says that Edmonton's 
day of pre-eminence in the flour trade 
comes when the Grand Trunk Pacific 


is built through to the coast. (Pre- 
vious to that Edmonton could ship 
flcur to the Orient, buc at a disad-

Mr. McDougall explains his prefer- 
enc efoe China over Javan as a pos- 
|.sible field for the flour trade by point- 
ing out that the Japanese Government 
is intensily protectionist and that Ja- 
pan is colonizing Manchuria with the 
idea of growing her own wheat. The 
Japanese Government is meeting with 
great cuccess in the colonization and 
in a very few years there will be no 
market for foreign flour in Japan. 

With China, however, the case is al- 
| together different. The Chinese gover- 
| stati is not a protectionist govern- 
ment, and the Chinese have no larg? 
wheat areas to open up. Moreover the 
possible market in China is ten times 
greater than that of Japan and the 
Chinese as much as the Japs are learn- 
ing to eat flcur. If firsi class dem- 
onstrators wer eemployed, Mr. Mac- 
dcugall says, to go about in China 
attending their fairs and such gath- 
erings and showing how Canadian flour 
should be used an immediate and very 
extensive market wculd spring up.

ively. But it became evident that one 
railway system, no matter how enter- 
prising or extensive, could not serve 
so vast a country, and a great era of 


railway construction set in simultan-j 


eously with the movement of popula- 
tiot to the plains. Each re-acted on 
the other, and provoked yet greater 


and greater increase respectively in 
immigration and railway building. 


The secpnd transcontinental to arrive 
on the prairie was the Canadian Nor- 
thern, which will this year take out

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How the crop itself has progressed 
with the settlement of the country is 
an old story, but we may see clearly 
in glaacing back a few years. The 
total wheat crop for the five years 
from 1890 to 1894 was 83,000,000 bush- 
els; this came from Manitoba alone, 
the provinces further west hardly fig- 
uring then as wheat producers. The 
single crop of 1905 equalled that of 
the five yeafs in question, and this 
year there is every indication that 
the harvest will reach higher figures 
yet. The magnitude of a wheat crop 
of between eighty and ninety millions 
for a population of barely a million is 
better realized when we remember 
that the United Kingdom, with forty- 
two millions of people, produces only 
about fifty millions. Here we are un- 
doubtedly destined to see great ex- 
pansion on the part of Canada, and 
may reasonably expect this great crop 
to be doubled or trebled within ten or 
fifteen years, so that as the wheat ex- 
ports of the United States 
with the increase of its own popula- 
tion, we shall see our own wheat take 
its place in the British market.
